Within  denominational  lines,  and  within 
the  limits  of  toleration,  there  are  not  a f*w 
differences  of  opinion,  which  Baptists  may 
«<  ll  discuss  and  paw  on  according  to  their 
several  judgments,  i.  e.,  questions  lying  out- 
side of  and  beyond  the  limits  marked  by 
the  Articles  of  Faith,  which  have  been 
adopted  by  most  of  the  churches  and  which 
have  been  recently  adopted  by  the  gSt-to- 
Jfether  meetings  in  Little  Rock  Ark.  It  is 
known  to  a great  mauy  Baptist  readers  that 
there  are  two  sets  of  Articles  of  Faith  ac- 
ceptable  to  American  Baptists,  the  New 
Hampshire  Articles  and  the  Philadelphia 
Articles.  They  are  substantially  the  same, 
and  it  is  supposed  no  division  would  be  like- 
ly to  occur  in  any  church  over  the  differ- 
ence between  these  two  documents 
When  the  brethren  representing  different 
sets  of  opinions,  antagonistic  to  the  great 
conventions  in  the  country,  met  in  their  get- 
together  meeting  in  Little  Rock  and  there 
and  then  adopted,  unanimously  the  New 
Hampshire  Confession  of  Faith,  as  a basis 
of  union  and  eo-operation,  they  lined  up 
• with  the  denomination  at  large  ou  basic 
principles.  Tnesc  articles,  as  printed  in 
1 endleton  s Manual,  are  almost  universally 
accepted  by  our  people.  It  j8  good  after 
so  much  discussion  and  so  many  divisions, 
on  minor  points,  that  these  brethren  could 
at  last  agree  with  the  denomination,  in  gen- 
oral,  on  the  bas  e principles  of  organization 
and  vrork. 

Perhaps  it  would  be  well  in  this  connec- 
tion to  say  some  things  about  Articles  of 
Faith,  lest  some  one,  not  well  acquainted 
with  the  Baptist  idea,  by  reading  this  article,  1 
might  fall  into  error.  Baptists  hold  that  <

> ^’*t  no  one  would  assume  that  the  Articles 

, of  Faith  express  all  of  anvliody's  under- 
, standing  as  to  Scriptural  teachings.  They 
r Rr<*  n°t  intended  to  do  that  They  are  in- 
tended to  touch  on  those  vital  points  with- 
out agreement  on  which,  there  could  be  h«> 
real  union  or  cooperation.  Very  many 
questions  lie  beyond  the  Articl.*  of  Faith 
They  are  not  all  we  believe,  gomet'mes 
these  other  questions  create  no  little  stir. 
Take  the  millvninm  discussion,  th<*  two  main 
theories  of  which,  as  to  the  second  coming 
of  the  Savior  are  the  pre-millenisl  and  1 
the  post-niillenial  Timre  is  often  intense  1 
d'seussion  and  now  and  then  ehurvbes  have  1 
divides!  on  these  theories.  There  is  abso- 
lutely no  wisdom  in  such  a policy.  Another  I 
question  not  passed  on  at  all  by  the  Articles  I 
of  Faith,  which  some  of  our  brethren  are  1 
very  pronounced  and  very  strong  on  is  the  s 
question  of  tithing.

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It  originated,  and  was  named,  in  a damna- 
ble heresy  in  the  Catholic  Church.  The  be- 
lief that  it  is  “water  or  be  damned”  is  re- 
sponsible for  infant  baptism,  so  called.  It 
is  no  where  taught  in  the  Bible.  The  Cath- 
olics go  your  denomination  one  better  and 
admit  that  it  isn’t  taught  in  the  Bible;  but 
they  affirm  that  the  Church  had  the  right 
to  practice  it  anyway.  And  the  reason  as- 
signed fdr  this  right  is  that  all  un  baptized 
infants  that  die  go  to  hell.  Your  denomi- 
nation does  not  believe  that.  So  they  jnrin- 
kle  infants  to  dedicate  them  to  God.  That 
is  why  they  sprinkled  yon.  What  ;i  pity 
they  did  not  let  it  go  simply  as  a dedica- 
tion act.  Having  received  the  custom  from 
the  Catholics,  who  had  named  it  “baptism.” 
and  who  attached  all  possible  importance 
to  it,  your  church  would  not  practice  it  for 
the  same  reason  that  the  Catholics  practiced 
it.  But  they  blundered  in  retaining  the 
old  Catholic  name. 

3.  Christian  baptism  ought  to  follow 
belief  in  J-wus  Christ,  no  matter  how  many 
times,  or  for  what  purposes,  one  h**  beer, 
sprinkled.  And  I think  you  will  agre*  with 
me,  if  ykm  will  stndy,  without  any  bias 
whatever,  Acts  19:1-5.  In  this  instanc-*  they 
had  been  immersed:  but  had  it  been  a cas  * 
of  sprinkling,  still  Christian  baptlzm  would 
have  been  necessary. 

4.  You  have  often  spoken  to  in'  about 
“submitting  to  a second  bapti*  ”.” 

You  have  never  yet  submitt  v»  to  any- 
thing that  passes  for  baptism.  But  you 
ought  to  submit.  Everyone  must  rep  -n‘.  and 
lielieve  for  himself,  and  he  out!1 1 to  «*Vy 
for  himself.  If  yon  will  maintain  that  your 
sprinkling  in  infancy  is  bapt'sm,  then  t-»  he 
consistent,  you  should  have  been  sprinkled 
again  when  you  believed.  But  sine:  you 
believe  that  Josna  was  immersed,  and  that 
the  proper  form  of  Christian  hapUsin  is 
immersion,  then  it  would  be  no  m »i.  nearly 
dishonoring  your  parents  for  you  to  l*e  im- 
mersed than  to  be  re-sprinkled.

Bro.  J.  E.  Byrd,  our  State  Sunday  School 
Secretaiy,  was  with  the  Wesson  Baptist 
Church  on  Sunday,  the  18th  of  April,  and 
made  three  very  foreeful  and  helpful  ad- 
dresses on  Sunday  School  work.  He  has 
something  to  say  and  says  it.  All  who 
heard  him  received  a lasting  benefit. 

The  special  occasion  of  his  visiting  us  was 
the  graduation  of  a large  and  enthusiastic 
.lass  in  the  Normal  Sunday  School  study 
course.  This  couse  is  prepared  by  the  Sun- 
day School  Board  of  the  Southern  Bapt'st 
Convention  and  covers  a thorough  study 
of  the  history  and  method*  of  Sunday 
School  work  and  the  facts  and  doctrines 
of  the  Bible.  There  are  nine  books  in  the 
eonrse,  divide!  into  two  sections,  the  first 
on  methods  and  teaching  and  the  second

For  the  completion  of  one 
book  in  either  section,  a certificate  is  given; 
for  the  completion  of  a "book  in  the  other 
section  in  addition  to  the  first  hook  a di- 
ploma is  given.  When  all  the  books  of 
either  section  is  finished,  a red  ribbon  is 
attached  to  the  diploma  and.  when  all  the 
books  of  both  sections  are  finished,  a blue 
ribbon  is  also  attached.  While  the  work  is 
simple  and  easy  enough  for  a boy  or  girl 
In  the  “teens”  to  do,  it  is  a very  fine  course 
and  should  he  stuiied  by  everyone.  It  is 
hoped  that  many  others  will  bo  enlisted 
in  the  work.

beyond-  And  this  article  is  written  to  em- 
phasize still  further  the  point  that  there 
always  will  be  some  men,  who  see  some 
things  large,  while  they  do  not  sec  larger 
things  at  all.  Some  men  cannot  be  follow- 
ed. valuable  as  they  may  he  in  some  way*, 
especially  in  calling  attention  to  some 
truths,  that,  perhaps,  otherwise  would  he 
neglect.nl  in  t'nc  general  ongoing  of  things. 

It  will  he  a good  thing  for  ns  to  remember 
that  we  arc  not  likely,  on  this  mundane 
sphere  to  all  *ee  everything  just  alike,  and. 
that  if  wv  arc  to  do  any  large  things  for 
the  Master,  it  is  alisolutely  nec.-saary  that 
we  keep  ourselves  within  hounds.  For  one, 
this  writer  can  live  in  fellowship  with 
brethren  who  hold  quite  a number  of  views 
which  appear  to  him  to  he  wrong.  Toe  apos- 
tolic churches  were  not  perfect.  The  apos- 
tolic preacher*  were  not  perfect.  The  gen 
era!  plan  of  the  New  Testament  t*.  to  get 
together  in  the  churches  on  th'ngs  that  arc 
ixsential.  and  then  grow  a church  life,  lop- 
ping off  errors  and  filling  out  where  there 
is  lack  of  development. 

Though  it  is  not  in  the  nature  ot  an  argu- 
ment at  all,  it  may  give  emphasis  to  what 
has  been  written  and  a practical  turn  to  all 
that  has  been  written  to  say  that  hr-tlm-n 
who  hold  to  any  one  truth,  such  as  tithing, 
the  pre  or  the  post  view  of  the  m'lleniiim, 
and  put  undue  emphasis  on  it.  making  it 
too  much  a part  of  the  whole  will  not  only 
fail  to  carry  any  large  number  of  people 
with  them,  but  will  destroy  their  own  op- 
portnoith1*  to  do  good  in  a general  way. 
This  writer,  once,  with  all  earnestness,  pre- 
sent.-d  this  view  of  Dr.  John  Hall,  the  great- 
est preacher  of  h's  aort  this  writer  has 
known,  and  he  conceded  the  point.  It  was 
at  that  point  that  he  sidetracked  a great 
ministry.  I shall  never  cease  to  egret  it. 
for  with  more  circumspection,  lie  might 
have  done  far  more  for  strict  Baptist  views. 
There  is  such  a thing  as  holding  the  truth 
in  proper  proportion  and  keep'ng  in  reach 
of  people.  Wc  write  this  article  for  every- 
body, hilt  especially  for  those  who  need  it 
the  most.
